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faperlative degree, for Beauty and. Taft is totally and fum- 
marily included : and if it were here to {peak for it felf, ic 
would fave mz much labour, and do it felf much right. Tis 
true, that it takes up double the time the Plantane-Tree does 
in bringing forth its Fruit ; for -tisa fue year before it be 
ripe ; bat when it comes to be eaten, nothing of rare ta/t 
can be thought on that is not there: nor is it imaginable 
that fo full a Harmony of tafs can be raifed out of {o many 
parts, and all diftinguifhable. But before I come to fay 
any thing of that, I will give’ you fome little hints of her 
Shape and manner of growth, which though I muft acknowledge 
my felf to be down-right Jame in the Expreffion, yet rather 
than you fhall loofe all, { will endeavour to reprefent fome 
of her Beautzes in fuch faint Exprefioas asThave. A Slip ta 
ken from the Body ofthis Plaat and fet in the gronad, will 
not prefently take Root 5 buc the Crown that grows upon 
the Fruzt ittelf will fooner come to perfeétion than it, and 
will have much more Beaty all the time of growing. In a 
quarter of a year it will be a foot-high, aad then the leaves 
will be about 7 cr 8 inches long, which appear to your eyes 
like (emi-circles 3 the middle being a little hollow, fo asI 
have feen aFreach /word that is made for lightac@ and trength.

So that the Bloffom may 
be faid to reprefent many of the Varieties to the fight which 
the Fruit does to the tat. Thefe colours will continue a week 
or ten days, and then wither and fall away : under which 
there will appear a lictle busch of the bignels of a maluut, 
Which has in it all thefe Colours m/x:, which in the Bloffom 
were di/per st, and fo grows fortwo :nonths more before it 
fhews the perfe& fhape, which is fomewhat of an Oval-form,
